Howdy Folks, 


Well my pre-FYBO shakedown was fun! Didn't get to hear the 
dogsled QRPers in the Northeast, but worked a few fellow 
QRP-Lers, spent a few days snowshoeing/camping in the great 
white wilds, and burned off some of that "winter insulation" 
I've been acquiring around my midsection. :-) 


Plans had changed a bit after my misadventures while packing 
the previous night (see "Pre-FYBO Trip: The Dark Side" after 
this...) but my co-worker and I were pretty amped up about 
finally getting in some snowcamping. Dave is a Novice ham 

who fell by the wayside, but after this trip he's been very 
eager to get back on the air - one more convert in the making. 


Hit the trailhead (about 15 miles NW of Flagstaff, AZ) late 
Sat morning. The regional volunteer search and rescue team 
was practicing snow survival and rescue techniques there, 

and all of them cast a worried glance our way as we unloaded 
our snowshoes, packs and topo maps. I assured them we weren't 
going to give them any extra practice. :-) 


Our route followed some fire roads about 7 miles into the 
woods, on the south side of Kendrick Peak. Very nice sunny 
wx stayed with us the whole way, and we were making good 
time. Didn't see any elk, but we did see some elk footprints. 
Lots o£ snowmen too. Seems the area is very popular with 
x-country skiers and snowmobilers too. Either that or a very 
weird snow cult was erecting sacred idols. :-) 


Our plan was to set up camp on Newman Hill (8600 ft) but we 
got a late start and decided to stop one mile short and camped 
out at 7500 ft on a slight ridge. Camp was quickly set up and 
the antenna (fan dipole) soon followed. Got on the air about 
an hour before sundown and had Ed WE6W bite my "CQ /QRP/P". 
Told him about some of my woeful tales, he told me how warm 
and toasty he was at home. I vowed to seek revenge. ;-) 


Later found Ed working Steve NOTU/QRP/M. Couldn't resist, so 

I called Steve and we completed a QRP/P-QRP/M QSO. He promised 
he'd throw a log on the fire for me when he got home. :) I'd 
lost my watch along the way, and Dave forgot to bring his so 

I was badgering every ham I could for the time. Only had one 
VFO so couldn't check WWV in the middle of the QSO. :) 


Worked one more ham (forget the call, but a "Snowbird" in 
Palm Springs) then took a dinner break. It was quiet. Dead 
quite. Not even a hint of wind in the trees. Very eerie. 
Dave and I realized the only thing we could hear (when we 
weren't talking) was our heartbeats and the ambient QRN of 
our own ears. Turns out I have two such QRN sources - one 
at about 1200Hz and one at about 1000Hz, very faint. 


Finished dinner, then got back on the air. Hooked up with 
ScQRPion Gary AB7MY who offered to call home and tell my 
YF I was doing fine in the snow. (Thanks Gary!) The band, 


along with my battery, appeared to be dying as the temp 
dropped. My CQs went unanswered, and I couldn't get anyone's 
attention. Finally Gary answered me again, just to check in 
and tell me he'd told my wife I'd been eaten by the bears. ;-) 


The night went fast, and the feeble rays of a winter 
morning woke us up. That's when I tried to pick up my 
boots. Remember that warm wx? Well all that wet gear was 
now ice gear. Finally freed my boots from the ground, 

only to find that my previously soaked boots now had all 
the flexibility of a steel block! My wool socks were frozen 
solid too, and the inside of the tent was plastered with 
frost from our breath. Everytime we moved, we set off a 
mini-snowstorm inside. :-) 


Dave used my space blanket to form a makeshift solar oven 
to thaw out my boots - worked like a charm! ‘Course now 

I had soggy boots to put on instead of steel-ice ones, 

but at least I could get them on my feet! Chomped some 
more gorp for breakfast (M&M's, cashews and dried apricots 
in my case) and fired up the radio again, but the band was 
dead. WWV wasn't even coming in. Packed up camp and headed 
back through the snow. 


All in all a very good time. Hope to do it again before 
FYBO itself, this time so I can try it with my Sierra, 
ZM-2, longwire, and a much lighter battery! 

Did anyone hear from the dog sled QRPers? 

Hope all of you had a good weekend too!

Howdy Folks, 


Welcome to the "What Went Wrong" part of the story. :-) 


My pre-FYBO shakedown is over. The snow-camping trip was 
lots of fun, but Murphy hit hard. Luckily I managed to lure 


him out of hiding xbeforex the actual trip. Advance planning/ 


op-checking is a wonderful thing. Always flush Murphy out 
before you hit the field! 


The night before departing, I was checking/testing all my 
gear. Snow camping can quickly turn miserable if critical 
gear fails! So what went wrong? 


First problem was with my dear sweet Sierra. Was testing it 
with a dummyload to make sure band modules etc were working 
fine. Starting sending a few V's and CQ's, when suddenly 
the horrific scent of simmering components filled the air. 
YIKES! Cover was off, no sign of smoke. Hmmmm.... xVery* 
carefully and slowly I started sending V's again. The smell 
came back and I caught the slightest hint of a whisp of 
smoke. Argh! Obviously a problem in the xmit section, and 

no time to debug. Switched plans to the *xmuch*x heavier QRP+. 
(Thanks to Bob KI7MN and Mark KJ7BS for their batteries!) 


Moral: Backups rigs are invaluable. Badger your spouse, 
sell your Gilligan's Island lunchbox, whatever it takes 
to get $$$ for a backup rig, even if it's just a monobander. 


Next problem was my Whisperlite white gas stove. Had it 

for over a decade of reliable service, and was testing it 

on the patio. Fired up beautifully and was letting it burn a 
bit when suddenly the entire assembly flamed up! Some micro- 
leak somewhere is all I can figure. Now picture white gas 
under pressure, and xeverythingx (fuel bottle, pump, etc) 

is on fire. This, boys and girls, was a xBAD* situation. If 
the fire managed to reach the contents of the pressurized 
bottle, my patio would be a tribute to Dante's Inferno. 
Smothering with a blanket was ineffective (fuel vapor leaked 
through and the blanket flamed up!), fire extinguisher was 
on the other side of the house (too far), so I leaped over 
the pool fence and hit the hose on high. 


NOTE: this was a VAPOR FIRE, NOT a grease/liquid gas fire 
(YET!). NEVER hit a grease/fuel-spill fire with water! 
You'll spread the burning material out farther and make the 
Situation WORSE! Professional firefighters, please correct 
me if I'm wrong. Dry chemical extinguisher is the safe way. 


My goal at this point was simply to keep the whole mess 
cool enough to avoid a fuel container compromise and to 

buy enough time to move the firebomb off the patio and onto 
the grass. Managed to keep a safe distance while moving the 
gear onto a low point in the grass, then drowned it under 
several inches of water. 


Moral: Notice I was testing my stove on a concrete patio, 
NOT inside the house, probably averting a disaster. Always 
test such equipment in a safe area! I'll use the grass 
intead of the patio from now on. ;-) Also a good reason 
to always cook xoutsidex your tent. 


Now you're probably wondering why, after all that, I still 
decided to go on the overnight snowcamping excursion. Simple. 
With all that had gone wrong, everything else xhad* to go 
right. :-) 


Well.... There was unseasonably warm wx in the mountains. 
All that snow turned to alot of slush in the sun. As we 
set up camp 6 miles in (about 3 hours of snowshoeing), 
the refreshing cold of winter night finally settled in 
around us. Set up the radio inside the tent and fired it 
up. 40m was sounding good. Sent off "QRL?" a few times 
and noticed that the meter on my MFJ tuner wasn't moving. 
No power out?!? Well not quite. Seems the dual needles 
were xfrozenx! The moisture from the warm slushy day had 
settled over the gear, and now in sub-freezing temps had 
locked the needles in place. 


Finally thawed out the needles so I could tune the fan 
dipole, but power out was very low. A watt or two at 
most. Either that or the meters were xveryx stingy in 
the cold. I was guessing the sub-freezing temps had 
caused a severe drop in battery capacity. The gel cell 
was sitting on a wool hat (insulated from snow), which 
helped a bit I think. The QRP+ draws over an amp on xmit 
and wants 13.8V I believe, so that was a definite 

factor too. Within 4 hours I was getting maybe 500mW 

out of the 7AHr gel cell. 


Moral: Winter field days pose some unique problems you 
just won't find at home or in warmer wx! 


Just more stories from the field. FYBO field ops please 
check your gear thrice, and let your loved ones know where 
you'll be going and when you will be back (along with when 
they should call help if no word is received). 


Have fun but BE SAFE!!!

You can adjust it to 
key very fast but it won't be QSK.

Here is some feedback from Dean KH6B on the ZM-2 assy. 

*xxThe drilling template has errors for the 3 switch holes. They should all be 
.250 or the "3" size. 

*xxThe mounting screws for the variable caps "bottom out". I checked several 
and found that about 1/3rd indeed do bottom out, or get very tight. Dean used 
some small flat washers against the panel to allow the screws to tighten. On 
further checking, I found that the small screws supplied were 3mm, and should 
have been 2.5mm. I now have 2.5mm pan heads and a small metric washer, much 
better now. If anyone has a problem with the screws, let me know and I'll 
send some replacements. Please send your snail mail address along too! 


Several have told me that they just align the decal with a back light on the 
panel, and spray it with clear laquer or equivalent, then punch the hole 
centers and carefully drill. 

I'll have to try it !

Gang, 


Well, the last couple of months has been quite a roller coaster ride for me 
with the Knightlites SMiTe project, now called simply the KnightSMiTe. 
And, I have to say, I have been smitten! 


In early December the project was announced, and at that time we really 
thought we had a shot at producing it before for Christmas. (we promised 
"after the first of the year") We wanted to keep the price at $10 or less, 
and it looked like we could. The circuit was frozen and all we had to do 
was finalize the board design. 


We started getting advance orders, and let me tell you, the order list 
looks like the "Who's Who" of QRP-L! Some ordered as many as 5 
KnightSMiTes. 


Board design was finished and we looked one more time at costs to find that 
we were pretty tight with our estimate, so we needed to go with some 
slightly larger (and cheaper) parts. Board redesign. Then we got another 
very generous donation of parts. Of course, they were sized differently in 
some cases. Now our cost situation is OK, but, -- Board redesign. 

Chistmas vacations came and went. 


But, I'm very pleased to say the boards are ordered and should be delivered 
within two weeks. All other parts are here and we're putting kits 
together. Hopefully, the kits will be completed before the boards arrive 
so shipping will start immediately. The first batch of 100 is completly 
sold, however we will be starting a second batch immediately. 


In the meantime, we have a couple of kits being built by fellows not 
associated with the project, just to check our work. (we had routed boards 
made for this purpose) So, we will get feedback from them and enclose 
their suggested changes in the kit with the boards. The kit has been field 
tested. I used one in the recent Pixie/40-9er contest, and even 
participated in the first ever KnightSMiTe to KnightSMiTe contact! 


For those unfamiliar with the KnightSMiTe project, it is a Surface Mount 
technology tranceiver kit. The board measures 1" X 1-3/4". The circuit is 
a much revised Pixie II, that is, a DC receiver and about 100 - 250mW 
output. It uses a 3.6864 MHz crystal. Our version has a Variable Crystal 
Oscillator and offset, so the received signal can be heard even when it 
zero beats the KnightSMiTe signal.

Lowering the Q of an antenna by adding heat-producing resistance is one way 
to increase the bandwidth, but not all changes in Q are caused by 
heat-producing resistance. Radiation resistance has the same effect, and 
this is very good.

Mhz of bandwidth at 6 Mhz. The approach (mostly based on physical 
constraints) was to make a cage dipole, supported as an inverted V. 4 
strands of #14 wire were spaced 12 inches apart using pvc X shaped 
spreaders. (Our technician nicknamed it the ‘home dee-pole') The antenna 
was mounted atop a 30' mast, fed with a 1:1 balun, and the antenna ends 
drooped to about 6' off the metal roof. Tensioned to about a 100 degree 
apex angle. The swr presented a double minimum response, but all the 
element lengths were the same! A look with a network analyzer showed the 
antenna at resonance was below 50 ohms, and as you tuned off of resonance, 
the swr actually dropped for a while before rising. Our system could stand 
a 2:1 swr, so this antenna worked very well for us, and we used it around 
the country on some radio tests. It was fairly heavy, with all that copper 
wire.

The topic of using deep cycle batteries for Ham use comes up every so often 


here, and there are usually excellent replies, some of which have been 
posted recently. I thought I would give the practical side of using a deep 
cycle battery. 


When I got my first all solid state rig, a TS850SAT, nearly 4 years ago I 
didn't want to spring the extra $150 or so for a 20 A 13.6 VDC supply to 
run it. I bought a 110 AH marine deep cycle battery at Sam's Club for $45. 
I don't remember the brand name. I already had an ATEC 6 A “automatic 
charger" for automobile batteries. I put the battery in a trash sack in 
case of acid spills. For last years FYBO I bought a marine plastic battery 
holder (actually a case) which I now use. The whole thing fits out of sight 
in a file drawer of the old desk I use for my radio. 


I operate QRO (horrors!) about once a week for a SSB (more horrors!) sked 
with my dad. During this sked I plug in the battery charger and charge the 
battery while I have a chat with my dad. After the QSO I leave the charger 
on until the battery is "fully charged". In my shack, this state is defined 
by the charger cycling on and off, and a battery voltage reading of 14.2 
volts or so. I then unplug the charger. I operate QRP the rest of the week 
on this charge, although for extended operating, like contests, I usually 
plug in the charger. Some times I monitor the voltage, but if I need the 
multimeter elsewhere that doesn't get done. Every once in a while I forget 
and leave the charger connected overnight. The charger reduces the charge 
"automatically" so I have not had problems so far. I suppose it would be OK 
to leave the charger on all the time, but I don't, mostly for "fear of 
falling off the edge of the earth." 


About once every 6 months I check the water level and top it off with 
distilled water if necessary. 


This combination has seen me through a 30 hour QRO Sweepstakes (before I 
got QRP religion). I fully charged the battery prior to the contest, and 
ran the charger continuously during the contest. There was a 6 hour rest 
period, of course, during which the battery saw charging, but no 
discharging. The battery was at 12 V at the end of the contest. I ran the 
TS850 QRP on the battery alone during last years FYBO with no problems. The 
battery alone will probably run the TS850AT for 48 hours or so of listening 
or QRP operation and 12 to 14 hours of QRO operation. That should be good 
enough for most emergency communications situations. If not, it can always 
be recharged with jumper cables and a car. 


Although I don't expect to have this combination last forever, it has done 
me well so far. Most sources I read rate the deep cycle batteries for 300 
to 500 charge/ discharge cycles. As I rarely completely discharge the 
battery I probably have at least as much life left in the battery as I have 
used. 


Resist the temptation to use car batteries in this application. They are 


only good for 5 or 6 complete charge/discharge cycles and will need to be 
replaced more often. The deep discharge batteries are not that much more 
expensive than car batteries and are much better for this application. 


When I replace the current battery I will probably go to 2 - 6V deep 
discharge traction batteries designed for golf cart/fork lift use that can 
be obtained in 200 AH ratings. These are available at Sam's Club for not 
much more cost (each) than the 12 V deep cycle battery. 


The battery charger works OK, but runs hot. A thermal cutoff begins to 
activate after an hour or so of charging at the maximum rate. I keep 
intending to install a fan. 


Chargers such as mine can be found at flea markets or garage sales. If I 
were purchasing one today exclusively for this use, I would get a 10 Amp 
"automatic" charger. Then I could charge at the infamous C/10 rate. This 
would charge a bit faster and provide some more margin for QRO operation 
with the charger on. I notice that Sears sells one for $55. With a new 
battery this combination comes to about $100 for a 12V supply that also 
provides emergency communications. I don't think you can beat this for 
value. 


I keep intending to install a permanent voltmeter with expanded scale to 
monitor the battery condition, as well as an Ammeter in series with the 
rig. This hasn't gotten done yet, but it is on my "list". 


I have also looked into building my own charger, but with the availability 
of low cost automobile chargers this does not seem cost effective. 


One last caveat. Most "12V" gear is really optimized to operate on a fully 
charged battery which will give 13.6 V. Many rigs will not operate if the 
voltage drops much below 12 V, so it pays to use a fully charged battery. 
Unfortunately, most commercial rigs made today are not optimized for low 
power consumption. My 850 draws 2 A on receive. The older 
"“microprocessorless" solid state rigs, as well as most QRP rigs, are much 
better in this respect. 


I try to treat the battery gently. I avoid deep discharges, I try to avoid 
charging longer than necessary, and I don't trickle charge. I speak gently 
to it, thanking it for providing me with power. 


I recommend the charger/deep discharge combination to those contemplating 
purchase of a 12 V supply. - Duffey KK6MC/5

The ScQRPions have been tossing around an idea similar to what you 
have 
been discussing. So far we have several good ideas, but have not yet 
come 
up with a single effort towards actually producing a kit. 


At this time we are simply brainstorming for ideas. 
I would like to see as many ideas here as possible. Then maybe we can 


begin to distill down the ideas to some sort of kit/project that folks 
could find the most useful and educational. 


Among the ideas that I have seen discussed: 


1.) A useable, but simple, transceiver kit that would have it's PCB 
layed out exactly like a schematic. Each section of the rig would 

be tested indepedently, and have a good, simple explanation of the 
function of each component, with ideas on possible parts tolerance, 
substitution etc. The student would then easily relate each component 
of the radio to the schematic and visa versa. 


2.) A series of simple module-like kits, such as an audio amp, a crystal 
oscillator, 

a mixer etc. Each kit would be very thoroughly documented, with 
reasonable 

explanations of each component, how to substitute another part, the 
pluses and 

minuses of doing so etc. Although each kit would be autonomous, several 
kits could 

be "plugged" together to make a real device. All input and output 
impedances 

would be kept to some sort of ballpark standard to allow as much 
flexibility 

as possible. If a person decides to improve, or to build another, more 
complex, 

device, they would simply purchase whatever modules that they would need 
and "re-plug" them together 

in a different configuration. As folks move up the learning curve, they 
could sell/trade for other types of these simple boards. 


The object would be to learn through doing/substituting parts etc. 
The object would not be to end up with the next rig to end all rigs. 


We all know that there are many truly great kits out there that easily 
fill that need. 


The idea of attempting to have on hand so many different PC bords is not 
very 

attractive to me. How about if *xvery detailedx construction documents 
were supplied along with a standard sized square of blank PCB. [In 
addition, 

small cut out pieces of PCB would be supplied to be glued onto the blank 
PCB to act as connection points. Several QRP-1 members have been using 
this technique for years (me included), and it works well. Why? 


As it turns out, in RF work, many connections simply go to ground, 
and those components can be used as stand-offs for other parts 
that are not grounded at one end. The "PC islands" are only needed 


whenever a connection can't be made to a grounded component. 
Again, as it turns out, not many "islands" are needed in most circuits. 


Of course other options might be to include an actual PCB layout 
on Blue PNP paper etc., so as to let the student actually etch the 
board. 


How do you all feel about any of this? 
Which method(s) is/are best? 
How much would you want to spend per module or kit? 


Are there really enough folks out there who want to learn various RF 
topics, 

and be willing to actually buy/build some sort of kit that 

would allow elmering via the QRP-1 etc.?

I second everything Duffey has to say. My main power (ever since my Astron 
went belly-up and stopped regulating - got to fix that one of these days) 
has been the same as he has. But I also use my battery for running a 
trolling motor on a fishing boat! So far, so good. The battery is great 
for about a week running QRP. My sources say that a fully charged battery 
will be about 12.67 volts and 12.45 is about 75%. At around 12.25 it's 50% 
and probably should be charged. When your commercial power goes out it's 
really nice to be able to get the station on the air. By the way, the 
voltage measurements are made a couple of hours after charging and with no 
load. Sometimes I do the trickle charge at 2 amps or 10amps for the

well these are comments, not complaints. I went into the purchase of the 
kit knowing pretty much what to expect. 


I started on my NW80, 80 meter kit that I got for Christmas. It was one 
of the special deals with RS enclosure included. The board isn't too 
badly screened, but there are a number of mislabellings on it. The page 
of corrections to the board and instructions seemed real straight 
forward. I marked them on the board and in the manual. Some 
mislabelling, and some missing traces. I was disappointed to find a 
number of used parts, still with the solder on them. The crystals were 
all of different brands and probably real different in characteristics. 
The small board for the audio filter is not screened at all, and haven't 
seen anything like it in quite a while (you interpet). 


The board didn't have holes drilled, nor did I get hardware to mount the 
main tuning cap. I just drilled a couple of holes and used two of the 
standoff bolts and put a wire from the ground hole to one of the screws. 
Finished off the VFO section. After I took one winding off the coil, it 
came up right on frequency. 


Think this kit will be a challenge.

G'day All, 


I know there has been a lot of talk about the variable band module 
powers with the Sierra. I have just joined Norcal, so I dont have 
access to previously published notes about these problems, so forgive 
me if I am repeating anything. 


I took the Sierra and the 80, 40 and 20 modules to work. Hooked it 
all up to a Tektronix Spectrum Analyser. The band modules had been 
previously peaked using a QRP wattmeter. The 80 and 20 modules looked 
good, spectrally pure, so to speak. I could peak 20 just a little bit 
more, but not much. 40 m came up quite a lot, except when I started 
the sidebands were quite high. I noticed all modules had a high Q 
(Thanks to Adrian VK3FHH who redid some critcal coils for me. :) ). 


I can see why tuning using a wattmeter can lead to variable 
results. It did not take much of a turn in the trimmer caps for the 
sidebands to raise 20dBm and carrier drop 20dBm. I'm assuming you 
couldn't see this type of effect with a wattmeter. Am I wrong? 
Unfortunantly, I didn't have time or access to a wattmeter. I didn't 
measure how far away the sidebands were, but there were a set of three 
distinct peaks either side of the carrier. Properly tuned, they were 
about 50 dB down from the carrier. Where do they come from? Is this 


what it should look like? QRP elmers, please let me know......

Yea! Itxs School Club Roundup Time 
Carol Sharp, KC5JEM, and Jim Sharp, W5AP, sponsors of the Heritage 

Middle School Ham Radio Club, Colleyville TX, report: "The kids love to 
compete and really get excited. We demonstrate techniques for making 
contest contacts, and draw up a schedule so that everyone takes turns 
operating. Some get tongue-tied, but all come away with better 
communication skills, and have a good time. We encourage students from 
overseas to make contact with their home countries -- we had QSOs in German, 
French, Mandarin and Spanish. You should have seen one student's face when 
he called CQ in Spanish, and a ham from his hometown in Venezuela answered! 
During SCR, if hams want to activate their schools but not get many 
students involved, I encourage them to enter in the Individual Category, 
since they as adults are competing with students. SCR is a great student 
involvement/ham radio activity, and I thank N2RQ for organizing it." Rob 
Welsh, N3RW, at the High School for Engineering and Science ARC, said, 
"Prior to SCR, we run training sessions and give students a script 
containing a typical SCR exchange, Q-codes, and the ICAO phonetic alphabet." 

The SCR is sponsored by the Council for the Advancement of Amateur 
Radio in the New York City Schools (CAAR/NYCS), the ARRL and the Hudson 
Division Education Task Force. In response to suggestions, CAAR/NYCS has 
changed the 1998 rules to: SCR operating times are now any time of day, with 
a new limit of 6 hours in any 24 hour period, which should increase DX 
activity. Also, we will issue separate award certificates for elementary, 


middle school, high school and college/university levels for US and DX 
entries. We encourage ops to take time to chat beyond the contest exchange. 
Rules: 

1. Object: Stations work as many stations as possible, especially school 
clubs. 

2. Contest Period: 1300 UTC Monday, Feb. 9, to 0100 UTC Saturday, Feb. 
14. Operate no more than 24 of the 108 hours, with a maximum of 6 hours in 
any 24 hour period. Logs must show on and off dates and times; off periods 
must be at least 30 minutes. 

3. Classes: Single transmitter only: 

(I) Individual or Single Operator (non club) 

(C) Club or Multioperator Group (non school) -- Multiop Groups can 
use only one call sign. 

(S) School Club or Group (grades K 12, college or university) Any 
station operated at school, and those formed for the sole purpose of 
operating the SCR. 

4. Exchange: Call sign, RS(T), class (I, C or S), US state or DX country. 


An example, N2RQ DE W2CXN 57(9) S NY. 

5. Scoring: You may work stations once each on phone and CW (digital 
modes count as CW). No repeater contacts except satellite and "real-time" 
packet. Score 1 point for each phone QSO and 2 points for each CW QSO. 

Multiplier: [Number of states plus number of DXCC countries] plus [2 x 
number of class C QSOs] plus [5 x class S QSOs]. QSOs with school stations 
are given a multiplier of 5, making them the most desirable stations to 
work. Contacts with KA2NRR count as a 5x multiplier. (KA2NRR was the creator 
of the contest that became the SCR). Final Score: Multiply QSO points by 
multiplier. PLEASE use the SCR summary form to avoid errors, especially for 
your first time in the SCR. (See 6 below.) 

Suggested HF Frequencies (kHz): Use all amateur bands except 30, 17 and 
12 meters. Do not use VHF or UHF repeaters nor the national calling 
frequency (146.52 Mhz). Only use recognized simplex frequencies such as 
144.90-145.00; 146.49, .55, 58; and 147.42, .45, .48, .51, .54 and .57 MHz.

Hello to all my friends on this magic list! I could use a little help. 


For some time now I have been building a receiver. The IF is 5.0 MHz and the 
VFO is a Colpitts circuit using an MPF102. Three coils are would on toroids. 
One for 160, one for 80, and one for 40. The VFO works at 7.000, 9.000 and 
12.000. The problem is that I can't get the 160 position to tune below about 
1975 KHz. That is, the VFO won't go much below 7.000. Obviously, I need it 
to go down to 6.800 in order to tune from 1800 to 2000. 


What happens is that as I tune down there is a point at which it just stops 
oscillating. 


I thought I would have problems with the oscillator not going high enough. 
Never thought it would drop out on the down side. The capacitance is varied 
with an MV2115 varactor diode. The source lead of the MPF102 has an RF choke 
(resistor with 40 turns of #30 wire on it) going to ground. My thoughts were 
that perhaps this should have fewer turns on it. 


Does anyone have any ideas? Thanks in advance.

Hi Bob, 

'Nuther Bob here. A couple of thoughts. It sounds as if your source 
choke has too xfewx turns on it and is shunting too much RF energy to 
ground. If you use a choke of 1 mHy, you'll get about 44K of reactance 
at 7 MHz. It may take a higher value... Another cause might be feedback 
capacitors that are too low in value.
